When the 
vines were dead in tho fall he cut 
them away, dug up the posla, rolled 
up the wire without loosening it from 
tho posts and put it all away in an 
out-building for use the next year.

Gleanings. 



There must bo a particularly hot 
ipot in the earth under Wheeling, W. 
Va. It is hoped to sink the well now 
being driven there at least a mile. 
The well is a little less than five inches 
diameter. Its peculiarity is that 
vein of water has been tapped, 
and being perfectly dry, scientific 
men have an unexampled opportunity 
conduct their investigations. The 
temperature is being taken at various 
depths. At a depth of 1350 feet tho 
temperature is (38 degrees; at 2375 
feet, 79 degrees ; at 3375 feet, 92 de- 
grees ; at 4375 feet, 108 degrees ; and 
at 4462 feet it is 111 degrees. Thus 
the temperature is increasing faster 
and faster the deeper the boring. For 
nee, the increase in the 1000 feet 
from 2375 3375 feet is about 13 de- 
i, while the increase in the next 
1000 feet is more than 16 degrees. 
If the heat goes ou increasing in simi- 
lar progressio'i, a depth will be reach- 
ed before long where every solid sub- 
stance will be melted. That, however, 
ill be no indication that the same 
stale of tilings exists everywhere 
under the earth's crust, for wells 
driven in other parts of tho world 
have shown very diilcrent rates in the 
increase of heat, says the New York 
Sun.

That is the Mt. Sterling Water 
Works Company have contracted for 
the construction of a first-class system 
of water works. The firm with 
which the deal is made, is Messrs. 
Woltmann, Keith & Co., Wall Street, 
New York, who are required to exe- 
cute a bond for the construction of 
plant In compliance with existing 
contract between Water Works Com- 
pany and city. Bond f 10,000; will 
be filed within 30 days, when work 
will begin. Thecontract, asamended, 
is as follows: The city rents from 
Water Works Company 73 hydrants, 
60 at $50 each, and 13 at f40 each, 
making a total of .$3,520 per annum 
tor a period of 30 years, with privi- 
lege of buying plant at the end of fen 
years. The system is to be first-class 
in every particular, and while the 
cost is |3,520 per year, the saving on 
the xuestjon of insurance alone will 
exceed $4500,a net saving of $1000. In 
other words the city will have all the 
benefits and comforts of water, com- 
plete fire protection, abundance of 
water for factories, A>,c. The Mt. 
Sterling Water Company was organ- 
ized in March, 1889, and is composed 
of Judge Lewis Apperson, L. T. 
Chiles, M. S. Tyler, W. T. Tyler and 
J. W. Bedden. 

The company had labored faith- 
fully since its organization for the 
construction of a plant with the hope 
of making something for itself and at 
a smaller cost to city, but the best 
proposition with responsible, pnrtie: 
was tho one proposed by Messrs 
Woltmann, Keith & Co. The Wate 
Company virtually steps aside, anc 
the deal is in reality between the cit; 
and the construction company. Th 
company gets only $200 toward ex 
penses, while they have lost not less 
than $l,000,not estimating their loss of 
labor and time. The city gets $10, 
000 in capital stock, and bond is given 
for city's security.

The coasting schooner has developed 
into a vessel of four masts and of a 
tonnage equal to that of the ship ten 
years ago, while the ship is now ex- 
panding into a noble four-masted ves- 
el of a tonnage that would certainly 
eem to bo very near the limit. 
Lmericau commerca, both coastwise 
nd foreign, has not yet approached 
the zenith of its prosperity. 

There is now in process of construc- 
tion in Bath, Maine, what will be the 
largest sailing ship of the world. 
This vessel, to be several hundred tons 
larger than the La France, the present 
ijuecn of the seas, will be launched 
early in next summer. The name 
will be Roanoke, the tonnage 4,000, 
carrying capacity, 5,500. the cost $175,- 
000. Tho frame is wholly of oak. 
The length of the keel is 306 feet, 
the breadth 49 feet, and the depth 29 
feet. Two smaller four-masted ships 
have preceded this monster, the Shen- 
andoah, cost $160,000, tonnage, 3,200 ; 
and the Susquehanna, cost, $140,000, 
tonnage, 2,744. Both have been built 
within the past two years.— Frank 
Leslie's Weekly.
